It is half-past three o'cleck; and as the
House, when fairly at work, in the middle of
the session, meets precisely at four, it is
necessary, in order to witness the entrance of
*Mr. Bpeaker,’’ and other formalities which

where there are already nssembled the nume-
rons parlinmentary agents, clorks, and other
functionaries interested in the “private bnsi-
pess’ of the Honse: some to canvass membsrs
for their support of private bills—others to in-
fluence their opposition to such meéasures.

Precizely at ten minutes of four, & volioe is
beard from the corridor leading to the
Speaker's room, snnounoing the approach of

“Mr. Speaker.’”” The inspector of police, who
stande where the corridor enters the lobby,
cries ont, ““Hats off, strangers!'' and every man
fs immediately ancovered, The doors of the
House are then thrown tﬂ'mn, and, preceded
by a messenger of the House in foll dress,
with his silver-gilt badge suspended from his
neck, and the Bergeant-at-Arms, in court cos-
tume, with the massive mace on his shounlder,
¢ipMy, Spoaker'’ in his robes, and accompanied

hie chaplain, is seen approaching; his swanp-

train being borne by another messenger
in full court livery. On the Bpeaker's ap-
proach to the door, the principal doorkeeper
roceeds to the door and ecries ont, *“‘Mr.
Spuher." whareupon the members present at
once fall into their respective places, and,
gtanding uncovered, reverently DLow as that
fanctionary passes.

On his entrance into the House, *“Mr.
Bpeaker" doss not at once taks the chair, but
stands at the table while the Chaplain reads
the prayers, When prayers commence, the
doors of the House are closed, and the door-
keeper announces that “Mr. Speaker is at

ars,”’ and at the same time rings a bell, or

er gots going a machine which causes a
simultaneons ringing of bells in all parts of
the House where members are likely to ba.
In about seven minutes ‘“‘prayers are over,"
which fact is formally annonneed by the door-
keepor, and the bells are again set in motion.
The doors of the House are then opened, and
as soon as “*Mr. Speaker” has ascertained that
the requisite ““forty'’ members are in the
House, he takes the chair. The doorkeeper
then calls out, “Mr. Speaker is in
the obair,”” and the order of business
for the night begins, It pometimes
happens that, when the hand of the
olock points to four, there are not forty mem-
bers present. In this case the Bpeaker at
once adjourns the Hounse. This never, how-
ever, oocurs on Government nights, or when
Government wants ‘‘to make o House;* for on
these nights the “Whips'’ always take care to
geoure the attendance of the requisite num-
ber

The circumstances under which fallures ““to
make 2 Houge'' occur are generally these:—It
is a publio night, which means that motions of

rivate members take precedence—there is no-
g important on the paper; on the contrary,
there are several notices of motions put
there by members of no standing in the House,
which it is known will lead to nothing but
hours of dreary talk. Of course, as the Gov-
ernment is not interested, its agents will not
“make a House;"' and when those who have
not sufficient influence to secure the attendance
of forty members—and the members generally
are uot disposed to waste a night watching
proceedings which they care nothing about,
and which they know will be perfectly fruit-
less—it often happens that out of the 658
members, it is impossible to get forty to at-
tend. Indeed, sometimes we have known
an active canvass to lep members away;
and it is no uncommon thing to see a
hundred members in the lobby, when it is
found impossible to get thirty in the House.
The failure to make a House is often a severe
disappointment and wmortification to those
members who have motions set down,
Fancy a man spending weeks in poring over
Blue-Dooks, extracting their contents, elabo-
rating his speech, and then hurrying down to
the House on the great important day, full of
his subject, he finds the doors shut, and learns
from the n:mlit.nr{g:I policeman who paces the
lobby that there is “*no House.”

The “count out’’ is another favorite and
not uncommeon mode of tting rid of adreary
speaker and a disagreeable subject. It gene-
rally takes place batween the hours of geven
and eight, and is managed in this wise:—The
time we will suppose i5 half-past seven, The
honorable member for —— has been up for an
hour, and the wearisome tido of talk shows no
sign of exhaunstion. Most of the membars
have gone to dinner at thelr respoctive oluba,
or at the dining-room of the House; and now
there are not more than forty-five or fifty
members present. There is a general disposi-
tion to get rid of the speaker and his motion.
The Government will be saved the trouble of
reply, which, by-the-way, is sometimes wvery
convenient. The young members want, per-
haps, to go to the opera—the old members
wﬂlmbe gﬂd of a night’s rest, and all see that
a holiday may be seoured without any injury
to the State.

The first symptom of “a count” is the
congregation oﬁ dozen or twenty members

er lobby, anxiously peering through

the glass doors. Bome knowing hand slides
in, and, sliding up to different members in
the House, tells them what is a-foot, and
then glides out again. Presently others are
seen quietly leaving, one by one, without
any apparent concert. Bome member then
goes to the back of the Bpeaker’s chair and
counts the members present, There are just
forty, with “Mr, Speaker,”’ Thero are too many
for the count to be attempted, as others may
drop in. Another leaves, and then another,
and 50 on, until there are only thirty-two or
thirty-three left. The member behind the
chair then comes forward aund calls “Mr.
Speaker’s’ attention to the faot that there are
not forty members pregent. The orator drops
down in the midst of s hardogue; the olerk
of the table turns & three-minute gund-glass,
the doorkeeper rings his bell; and when the
sand in the glass is run out, “Mr. Speaker”
rooeeds to count the members, and then, if
orty be not present, hie declares the House
adjourned. It sometimes happens that connts
are attempted and fail. Perhaps the hon.
member has made an_arrangement with oer-
tain members who have gone to dine, to
wateh for the rlugt?lg of the bell, and to hurry
back to keep the House, thinking that there
i8 a divislon, This latter circumstance,
however, does not often happen, as those who
are to “work the yracle” station
thmu.{ﬂ at the doors, to intercept such
members and any others who may be igno-
rant of what is up, and to prevent them from

While they are talking, the doorkeeper rings
the bell and shouts out, “Who goed home '
and the old gentleman finds the *‘House is
up,'* and, perhaps, suspects that he has been
“gold.'’ o cry of the doorkeeper, “Who

# home "' and which he always shonts out
when the Honss rises, is zaid to mean, “Who
goes home with the Speaker to protect him ¢
and has descended down from those troublous
timoes when it was not safe for “Mr, Speaker”’
to go home alone. We have said that the
doorkeeper always utters this ory when the
House adjourns; but one exception to the
rule recurs to us, and probably it may be
contidered the only one for ages. During the
gession of 1800, the House had, for the first
time In its history, a Deputy Bpeaker. This
was In  nocordance with. & resolution of
the House, passed about four years provi-
ously; and on this ocoasion it was ruled
that, as there was no Bpeaker to go home, the
usnal summons shonld not be made., In
connection with this new arrangement oon-
cerning the business of the House may be
mentioned s siogular fact. The resolution
was origivally propoged by Sir R, H, Inglig,
and is called *‘Inglis’ Resolution,” and it s a
gomewhat singular coincidence that it was
acted upon, for the first time, on the day that
the baronet’s death was announced in the
Times.

There s another curions ceremony whioh is
ogoasionally seen at the House, and, as it onve
led 1o & Jaughable scene, it i8 worthy of notioe,
When her Majesty gives her assent to bills,

either in rson or by commission, ‘'Mr.
Spenker’” 15 summon to the House of
Peers. The summoning officer is *‘the
Usher of the Black Hed,” who, in full
court-dress, marches in rand  state,
with the Dblack, rod on his shoulder,
to the door of the House of Commons, On his

approach the door is locked by the Sergeant-at-
Arms, and to gain admission the usher has to
knook three times, which he does with grave
golemnity: The door iz then thrown open;
the doorkeeper walks to the bar aud shouts
“Black Rod,”” and the usher, accompanied
by the sergeant with the mace on his shoul-
der, marches up to the table of the House,
both bowing as they advance. At the table,
the unsher holds his rod upright, delivers his
summons, and then, still accompanied by the
sergeant-at-Arms;, backs out of the House,
stopping at every three or four steps to bow.
Having arrived at the door, he turns round,
and, followed by **Mr. Speaker,’’ proceeds to
the House of Peers, There *Mr. Speaker'
hears the Royal assent given, and then, in
due state, marches back to the House of
Commons. When the Black Rod leaves the
House of Commons, the doorkeepar calls ont,
“‘Make way for Black Rod:" and then, on the
approach of the Speaker, “‘Make way for ‘Mr,
Bpeaker.”

On the night alluded to, when *“Black Rod"
arrived, Lord Palmerston was answering Mr.
Dgiraeli, and was gpeakiog in a more impas-
gioned manner than usual. The House was
orowded in every part. All was silent as the
grave, excepting the noble Lord, who had just
gaid, “Is this the party ——?"' when, before
the sentence conld be finished, the doorkeeper
gtarted forward and shouted out, “Black
Rod.” The noble Lord dropped as if he
had been shot, and laughter, long and loud,
now sinking and now rising again in a fresh
peal, rang through the House. At first the
noble Lord seemed completely stunned, but
he goon recovered, and joined in the langhter
as hieartily as any one, and even **Mr. Speaker”
could hardly draw down his risible muscles to a
due tension, as the Black Rod marched up the
House.

‘When her Majesty gives her assent in per-
gon, her concurrence is previously communi-
eated to the clerk-assistant, who reads the
titles of the bills, on which the royal assent is
gignified by a gentle inolination. If it be a
bill of supply, the clerk pronounces in audible
tone:—**La reigne remercie ses bons sujets, acceple
leur béndvolence, et ansi le veult' (**The Queen
thanks her good subjects, nccepts their benevo-
lence, and answers, ‘Be it s0.””’) To other pub-
lic bills the form of assent i3, ““La reigne le
veult” (“The Queen wills it s0.”) To private
bills, **Soi fatt comme il est désird (“*Be it as
prayed.'”’) She holds the prerogative of re-
fusing her assent to laws passed by both
Houses, but this right has not been exercised
by any sovereign since the refusal of Queen
Anpe 1o sanction the Scotch Militia bill, in
the year 1707,

When her Majesty opens Parliament, she
goes in state to the House of Lords, and takes
her seat upon the throne. The Commons are
then summoned, and such members as please
attend, with “*Mr. Bpeaker’ at the bar. The
royal speech, prepared beforehand by the
Ministry, is handed to the Queen by the
Lord Chancellor, and read by her; after which,
her Majesty retiring, the business of the session
commences. The Commons veturn to their
department, and, by way of form, read some
bill to keep up their privilege of not giving
priority to the royal speech. Two members
appointed by Government then move and
second “‘the address’ in either House, thank.
ing her Majesty for her ‘‘gracious” spesch,
aud each appoints a delegation to present it,
In former days the debate upon the address
was often very vehiemently centested, and
“amendments'’ or alterations, implying a re-
fusgal to accept the intended policy of the Min-
istry, were frequently proposed; but of late,
although the leaders of the Opposition in each
House usually oriticlze closely the topics con-
tained in or omitted from the speech, the ad-
dress iy generally passed withoul farther oppo-
sition. %Vhen arlinment is opened by Com-
misggion, the royal speech is read by one of the
Commission, and the address passed in like
mAnner,

There are other ceremonios and customs
which might be described, but let thosa to
which we have referred suffice. All such
formulas no doubt appear trifling, and unsnite-
ble to this practical age and country, They,
however, can do mo harm, and are, at al
ovents, interesting memorials of other times.

But, while the simple usages deseribed may,
perhaps, be tolerated as harmless, the red-taps

T'he Unadilia Bank Fallure.
Fromthe Albany Argus, August 3,

The Unadilla Times of Wednesday makes some
disclosures affecling the mansgement of this
bank, which, if true, look very much like a huge
and deliberate swindle on the part of those who
owned and controlled it. We uo not know how
far theze parties have made themselves liable to
& criminal prosecution for the muanuer in which
the farmers of Otsego and other counties have
been cheated out of their bard earnings by
alleged stock gambling, but for crimes of fur
less maguitude than are here charged against
the Upndilla Bank managers, the State prisons
have cloged thelr doors for yemrs on  many less
“respectable” financial operators, We hope the
matter will be probed to the bottom, and it there
has beenjeriminal mmmamgemcnt,thnt it will be
exposed and puonisbed, These developments
sghow that, while the npstional bank system has
tnepired the farmers with increased confidence,
in the lallacious belief that it furnishes greater
security for their deposits as well as tor circu-
lating notes, it has at the sume time furnished
o cloak lor bankers to carry on their dishonest
gpeculations for muny months without exciting
suspiclon. After referring to the assignment of
Messrs, Watson & Hayes to Messrs, Sands &
Loomis, the Times says;— =ra

This step necessarily involves the question ol

their ability to pay the depositors not only of
the old Unadilla Bank, but also these of the
Upadilla National Bank. Binge the organiza-
tion of the latter institution large amounts of
money from & wide section of country have been
flowing into its cepacious vaulls for gafe keeping,
Widows and orphans contributed their miles,
while the forltunate possessor of thousands
freely added tothe already overflowing fountain,
all alike attracted by the glitter of equipage
and by exiravagant boastings of accumu:
lating wealth, To avoid the unpleasnut
exhibit which the books of the bank would
present with the record of such enormous
amounts placed to the credit of depositors,
it escems to have been the policy of the
bank officers to give the notes of Watson &
Hayes, instead of certificates of deposit, for sums
left with them, mwany persons not recoguizing
the diflerence, The amount ol thelr habilities,
we are injormed, has not yet been ascertained,
but ure variously estimated from a guarter to
halt a milllon dollars. The nssels are sald to
consist of bank stocks, real estate near bome
and in Bufialo, undevelored gold diggings ln
Neyada, oll {nvestments in Pennsylvanis, and
lunumeraple moonshine speculstions with pro-
miscs of corresponding remunerstive returns,
Such s the kind of property from which credi-
toras are 1o extract Amdumrs for their deposits,
in most cases the production ef honest lndustry
and laborious toll. As yet no receiver has been
